. Btearns, the Republian Governor, of the
Btate coolly preposed a fow days since to
gount thoe vote of the State hiwmself, on the
. ground that the Returning Board had no
 power to count the votes for electors.  This
»_sublime piece of lmpertinence waus put an end
o by Judge White of the United States Cir-
emit Court who issued an injunction restrain-
ing the Governor from tho proposed action.
Tha Judge has also issued o wandamuos com-
+ wmending the Returning Board to proceed

. with the count. Thaere is but little doubt that

the State has gove Demooravie.  Judge Wes-
eoit of the Supreme Court, a prominent e

. publican who at first claimed the State for
Hayes now concedon the election of Tilden
and publishes & letter to that effect. The evi-
dent aim of the Returning Board is to take
advantage of o State law giving thew thirty
five days in whieh to muke their veturns. This
would carry thews to December 18th, whilst
she Gevernor is required by law to sign the
sertificates of eloction by Doccber dth,  OF
sourse if' there were no returns from the
Board the Governor conld give the certificates
W whom he pleased. It is probable that this
listle nohemne will full throug h.

In Louisiana the eonntine of the vote pro-
gresses slowly,only a few parishes haviog been
disposed of. The Retuming Board have mod-
ifled materially their first decision to hold
secret sessions and have adwmitted five Re-
publicans and five Democrats of the North-
ero Commissioners,  The parishes thus far
gounted have been those in which there were
®o protests offered as to illegal voting, intimi-
dation and tho like.

TheDemocratic mujority in theState is about
7,000 on the clectoral ticket, except in the
oase of five electors on the Republican ticket
whe fell behind more than 2,000 —thus giving
the Democrats over 9,000 mnjority, [t is of
eourse impossible to foretell what netion the
Board may take as to disputed parishes, but
as mattors now stand it looks as if the Dem-
verats would have over 2,000 majority if the
Board throws out the five dispoted parishes.
